One of the most respected and most active clubs 
at East High is undoubtedly that of Christian 
Fellowship.

Hall Monitors 


The hall monitors are the largest, and one of the 
most important service bodies in East High. These 
students are charged with both the honor and 
the responsibility of serving their school. For in 
his official capacity, the monitor is a representative 
of East High, and his conduct and execution of 
duty should be such as to deserve the respect of 
fellow students and outsiders alike. 

In order to become a monitor, the student must 
apply to, and be accepted by, the teacher respoiv 
sible for a certain post. The main requirements 
for holding a monitorship are good citizenship, 
scholarship, and enrollment in physical education 
classes. 


In general, the hall monitor's duties consist of 
controlling traffic and maintaining order in the 
halls. The monitor allows to pass his post only 
those who wear office badges, or bear passes or 
visitors' cards. The monitor usually studies on 
duty, since he had surrendered his study period to 
fill his position. 

Therefore, it is the responsibility of all students, 
by conforming their conduct to the rules, to help 
the monitors in discharging their duties. No one 
should cause disturbance by loitering around morp 
itor posts, nor should he attempt to pass through 
the halls without proper credentials.

The boys on the wrestling team begin training 
immediately after the football season closes.
